Work-for-Relief Program 
Pennsylvania 


Starts in 


State Officials Selecting Projects for Employ- 
ing 200,000 With $75,000,000 a Year 
in State and Local Funds. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 5 (AP). 


~—Pennsylvania set machinery in 
motion today for a novel approach 
to the relief problem, a $76,000,000- 
a-year program requiring employ- 
ables receiving State aid to work 
or get off relief. 

Howard L. Russell, State Secre- 
tary of Public Assistance, believes 
the program will “do much to re- 
establish the work habit.” He es- 
timates 200,000 relief recipients can 
be put to work. 

The program will be financed en- 
tirely within the State, by State 
and local funds, and is separate 
from Federal works projects such 
as WPA and PWA. 

Examining a variety of proposed 
projects for approval next week, 
State relief officials described the 
program as an attempt to “buck 
the relief problem before relief 
costs swallow the taxpayer.” They 
designated it as RWP, Relief Work 
Program, to distinguish it from 
Federal alphabetical designations. 

Community Improvements. 

If Pennsylvania’s ‘entire relief 
population is put to work, officials 
believe, the program will absorb 
in community improvement proj- 
ects about $75,000,000 a year now 
being paid out in relief grants. 
They estimate operation costs at 
$1,000,000. 

Projects are limited to those 
which have to do with highways and 


streets, buildings and grounds, 
parks, playgrounds and streams. 
One of the first proposed was to 
rid Pittsburgh of ragweed, a cause 
of hay fever. 

The Philadelphia relief board 1 re- 
ceived suggestions for projects to 
employ at least 10,000 of the more 
than 50,000 relief recipients in the 
State’s largest city. 

Only one city, Reading, has indi- 
cated it would refuse to use relief 
labor. Mayor J. Henry Stump, a 
Socialist, said it would be to the 
advantage neither of the worker nor 
the city. 

Labor to Be Requisitioncd. 

Classified lists of available work- 
ers have been furnished to more 
than 8000 agencies qualified to 
requisition relief labor—tax-support- 
ed local governments, schools and 
charitable organizations. 

Under the work-for-relief law en- 
acted by the recent Republican con- 
trolled Legislature, relief workers 
must be hired at “prevailing wage 


scales” for various occupations, This 


is the standard recently abandoned 
for WPA labor in the 1939 National 
Relief Act. County relief boards 
determine prevailing wages. The 
Philadelphia board adopted union 
wage rates. 

The State set a 40-hour maximum 
work week, but no laborer can get 
extra relief money by working long- 
er hours than his relief check pays 
for.

SOMERSET, Pa., Aug. 5 (AP).— 
A 20-ton boulder fell from the ceil- 
ing of a highway tunnel project 
at Laurel Hill, near here, today 
and killed four men, three instant- 


ly. 

Crushed as the rock smashed the 
portable scaffolding on which they 
were working were Walter B. Daley, 
28 years old, of Langloth, Pa.; Ola 
Kenneth Schooling, 25, and Leon- 
ard Anderson, about 26, both of 
whom lived near this Western 
Pennsylvania mountain town. 

William Leach, 33, of nearby Bos- 
well, nearly escaped the fate of 
his fellow workers but was trapped 
when one arm was caught under 
the rock. He lay there for more 
than an hour until a physician 
from Somerset arrived to amputate 
the arm. He died en route to a 
hospital. 

The Laurel Hill tunnel is one of 
many being bored under the Alle- 
gheny Mountains in the construc- 
tion of a $60,000,000 Pittsburgh to 
Harrisburg express highway. 

The highway follows generally 
the roadbed of William H. Vander- 
bilt’s South Penn Railroad project 
of the 80's, whick the financier

under the Alleghenies at that time 
will be utilized for the highway.

JACKSON COUNTY 
PAYROLL CUT OF 


Forward Kansas City Com- 
mittee Says One-Third Is 
Entire Waste of Taxpay- 
ers’ Money. 


MUCH SHIFTING OF 
EMPLOYES FOUND 


Report Savz Jobs Were 
Created Where No Ap- 
parent Need Existed — 
Other. Findings. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 5 (AP). 
—Jackson County payrolls could be 
pared “at least $500,000” annually 
without any luss of essential serv- 
ices, a Forward Kansas City Com- 


mittee reported yesterday. 

“At least one-third of the entire 
county payroll is unecessary and 
an entire waste of the taxpayers’ 
money,” the committee said. 

The committee found a “surpris- 
ing number” of county employes 
had been shifted from one payroll 
to another and jobs had been cre- 
ated where no apparent need ex- 
isted. 

The county’s total June payroll 
showed 1303 employes receiving 
$131,698.48, the committee reported. 
In five departments exhaustively 
studied, the committee found a 
June payroll of 205 persons receiv- 
ing a total of $20,783. The commit- 
tee estimated the number actually 
needed in these departments was 
not more than 125 with a payroll 
of $12,950. 

“Necessary to Make Jobs.” 

“Department heads,” the commit- 
tee reported, “have intimated to 
members of our committee that per- 
sons have been sent to them to be 
given positions when no need for 
employment existed, and it was nec- 
essary to create jobs for them. 

“It is apparent to the committee 
that either the County Court itself 
or those advising it, are more con- 
cerned about finding jobs for cer- 
tain individuals than they are in the 
economical administration of the 
county’s affairs. 

“Probably the most glaring ex- 
amples of this attitude are to be 
found in the investigators, inspec- 
tors and watchmen payrolls of the 
first four months of this year. These 
payrolis, carrying a total of 56 
names, amounting to $21,790 for 
four months, were all charged to 
the special road and bridge fund. 
This fund is obtained by special 
levy and is supposed to be sacred 
for the purposes for which it is 
levied.” 

Tax Records Inadequate. 

Auditors declared Jackson Coun- 
ty’s delinquent tax records insuf- 
ficient for an intelligent audit. They 
asked the Citizens’ Audit Commit- 
tee if they should continue the 
check in the face of lack of records 
and were instructed to investigate 
methods used to collect delinquent 
taxes. 

Tax collections have lagged in re- 
cent years and the audit was de- 
manded by civic groups after 
schools were forced to curtail ac- 
tivities. 

County department heads were 
told by the Jackson County Court 
they must remain within their 
budgets this year even if it is 
necessary to dismiss employes. Ex- 
ecutives immediately began a study 
of budgets and expenses to see 
where they can prune costs of gov- 
ernment. 

Informed the Water Department 
had been paying its physician, Dr. 
Laurence Jones, from $5000 to $8000 
a year, the Mayor announced he 
would see that the doctor goes on a 
flat monthly salary as are physi- 
cians for the Fire and Police de- 
partments. Jones is a precinct cap- 
tain in the Democratic machine of 
Boss Tom Pendergast. 

Chief L. B. Reed of the Police 
Department announced 324 patrol- 
men, more than half the personnel, 
had *een demoted to Class C, the 
lowest rank, at $140 a month sal- 
aries. The Chief explained the 
changes were dictated by budget re- 
strictions under the new State po- 
lice law. Fer the 175 Class A pa- 
trolmen derouted, the change means 
a $30 reduction in monthly pay, 
while for the 149 Class B men it 
means a $25 cut.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP). 
A bill to liberalize benefits and 
lighten the tax schedule of the So- 
cial Security pregram was finally 
approved by Congress today. 

The vote was 58 to 4, with Sen-

(Dem.) Florida and Rusgell( Dem.), 
Georgia, voting against approval. 
The measure, a compromise 
original House and Senate bills, 
went through the Senate in the 
closing hours after comparatively 
brief discussion.

by Speake Bankhead. 

Senate approval sent it to the 
White House for President Roose- 
velt’s signature. 

Long in a deadlock, the legisla- 
tion came out of a Senate-House 
Conference Committee yesterday 
minus the most controversial provi- 
sion—the Connally amendment in- 
creasing Federal grants for the 
needy aged. 

Its elimination restored a House 
provision for the Federal Govern- 
ment to match state contributions 
for the needy aged, dollar-for-dollar, 
up to a total of $40 a month. At 
present, there is a $30 a month 
limit. 

Senator Connally wanted the 
Federal Government to pay $2 for 
each $1 provided by the states, up

evenly from there to $40. 
“Freezes” Taxes for Three Yéars. 


The compromise bill would 
“freeze” old-age insurance taxes at 
the present rate of 1 per cent each 
Om the employer and employe for 
the next three years. The rate was 
scheduled under existing law to 
rise to 1% per cent next January. 
Three-year savings to workers and 
employers under the new provision 
were estimated at $825,000,000. 
Another provision wouid limit 
the employer’s tax liability for un- 
employment compensation to the 
first $3000 which he pays each 
worker, It would effect an estimat- 
ed saving of $65,000,000 a year. 

The Joint Conference Committee 
and the House approved an amend- 
ment by Senator Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado, to permit the reduction 
of State unemployment compensa- 
tion taxes. Johnson said _ the 
amendment provides that State Leg- 
islatures may effect reductions in 
existing tax rates after three years’ 
experience with unemployment 
compensation programs.

The new proposal limits the re- 
serve to three times the highest 
annual benefit payments expected 
during the succeeding five years.

program and decrease them slightly 
in the later years. 

3. Increase Federal grants. to 
states f.r maternal and child health 
services, crippled children, voca- 
tional rehabilitation and public 
health work.

Nugent tried to pull the pistol 
from his pocket but it was acci- 
dentaly discharged in his fumbling 
fingers.

Doubly terrified now, the youth 
ran from the office, but was pur- 
sued and captured by passersby and 
police before he reached the corner. 

“I got panicky when I saw the 
blood streaming down her face,” 
Inspector Gallagher said Nugent 
told him. “I guess I went nuts. 
But I didn’t run away. They caught 
me when I was going to a police 
station to give myself up.” 

Nugent, identified by Getzel and 
Rose Soffa, 24, an employe in the 
building where Cohen was shot, was 
jailed on charges of homicide, fe- 
lonious assault, assault and robbery 
and violation of the State Anti- 
Arms Act.

SENATE MEASURE 
CUT BY $4,000,000 


Total Appropriation is

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
Congress wiped clean its legislative 
slate and got ready to adjourn late 
today when the Senate gave final 
approval to the $185,000,000 third 
deficiency appropriation bill. 

The measure, carrying $119,599,- 
918 to enable the Government to 
continue its program cf maintaining 


farm prices, won quick Senate ap- 
proval on a voice vote which sent 
it to the White House a few min- 
utes after it had been approved by 
the House. 

Although $128,000,000 greater than 


‘when it first passed the House sev- 


eral days ago, the bill went through 
after leaders argued the additional 
funds provided were essential to 
numerous Government agencies. 

It had been put into final shape 
by a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee early this afternoon, 

The farm fund, for the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation, was the 
largest single item. 

Social Security Action. 

Only a short time before’ the 
House acted on the appropriation 
measure without a record vote, the 
Senate gave final congressional ap- 
proval to legislation designed to 
broaden the benefits and lighten 
the schedule of taxes provided by 
the Social Security program. 

Conferees agreed to retention in 
the measure of $119,599,918 for the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, to 
be used to bolster farm prices 

Secretary Wallace and President 
Roosevelt both had said this ap- 
propriation was necessary to Main- 
tain the Administration’s farm- 
price program. 

Two Refuse to Sign. 

Representative Taber (Rep.), 
New York, said he and Represen- 
tative Ditter (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
refused to sign the conference re- 
port. 

“It was awful,” Taber said. “The 
House members gave in on every- 
thing.” 

As originally passed by the 
House the deficiency measure to- 
taled only $54,000,000. The Senate 
inserted so many new items, in- 
cluding the commodity credit 
fund, that the total of the bill went 
up to $189,000,000. 

The task before the Conference 
Committee was to work out a com- 
promise of the Senate and House 
versions, which would be acceptable 
to both branches. 

In order to do this the committee 
trimmed about $4,000,000 out of 
the Senate bill. 


Other Changes. 


The conferees slashed to $1,200, 
000 a proposed $2,000,000 appropria- 
tion for administrativ:c expenses of 
the wage-hour administration. They 
also agreed to makc $4,000,000 avail- 
able for civilian pilot training, con- 
trasted with the $3,000,000 voted by 
the House and the $5,675,000 figure 
approved by the Senate. 

These and other reductions ac- 
counted for the cut of $4,000,000 in 
the amount of the Senate bill. 

The deficiency appropriaticn bill 
was passed last night by the Senate, 
which added about $135,000,000 to 
the House-approved total. 


The Senate recessed overnight, 
however, without acting on the 
Social Security bill, to which the 
House agreed earlier yesterday. 

After disposing of the deficiency 
bill, the Senate voted another $50,- 
000 for the La Follette Civil Liber- 
ties Committee and then worked 
until 11 p. m. on “pet” bills of vari- 
ous members. 

Half a dozen Senators often 
sought the floor at the same time, 
and their shouted demands for at- 
tention of the presiding officer

INQUIRY 1S EXTENDED 


Senate Votes $50,000 to Com- 
mittee, Which Will Look 
Into Associated Farmers, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
The Senate gave the La Follette 
Civil Liberties Committee $50,000 
last night to conduct an investiga- 
tion of labor conditions in Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere on the Pacific 
coast. 

One phase of the investigation 
will deal with the Associated Farm- 
ers of California, Inc. 

The action followed a strenuous 
debate in which Senator La Follette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, declared that 
$100,000 was needed to satisfy all 
parties in what was sure to be “a 
very difficult and arduous investi- 
gation.” The investigation was ap- 
proved, 36 to 17. 

Sepator Smith (Dem.), South 
Carolina, denounced the Civil Lib- 
erties Committee. 

“What in the name of God have 
we come to?” he asked, “A snoop- 
ing committee going around to ask 
if your civil rights have been vio- 
lated!” 

Thomas Assails Johnson. 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, alluding to the fact that 
the civil liberties investigation had 
been conducted*»by La Follette and 
Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
said: 

“It seems peculiar that two Sena- 
tors alone should conduct this com- 
mittee. They have the same philos- 
ophy. We should have another 
Senator of a different philosophy 
serving with them.” 

Angrily, Thomas protested that 
Johnson was unfair. 

“Don’t put words into my mouth,” 
said Johnson. 

“T’ll take words out of the Sena- 
tor’s mouth,” Thomas shot back. 
“The implications of the Senator 
from California are the kind that 
I resent.” 

Thomas added that all committee 
hearings had been fair, and that 
there had been no coercion of wit- 
nesses. 

“There'd, better not be, or you'll 
hear from me,” Johnson said. 

Recalls Teapot Dome Inquiry. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, said that when an investi- 
gation was started into the Teapot 
Dome scandal there was a wave 
of protest against the inquiry. Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley of Kentucky 
and Senator Clark (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, praised the Civil Committee’s 
work in the Harlan coal area, al- 
though Clark protested the $100,- 
000 fund.

Peace-Time High Despite Economy Pleas— 


Where the Money Is Going—New 


Relief Demands Predicted. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP) — 
Despite frequent appeals for econ- 
omy, this session of Congress ap- 
propriated more than $13,150,000,- 
000—a peacetime record. 

The exact total was a subject 
of controversy among Democrats 
and Republicans on the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, but com- 
mittee records placed the figure at 
$13,158,575,386 — about $1,665,000,000 
more than last year—without the 
final deficiency bill, which may 
total about $190,000,000. 

Under 13 Billion, Cannon Says. 

Representative Taber (Rep.), New 
York, senior minority member of 
the committee, contended the rec- 
ord-breaking total was $13,836,000,- 
000, but Representative Cannon 
(Dem.), Missouri, protested that 
the peak was “definitely under 
$13,000,000,000.” 

Taber retorted that Cannon did 
not take into account reappropria- 
tions of unexpended balances, fre- 
quently a sizable sum. 

(President Roosevelt's budget for 
the 1940 fiscal year ending June 
30 estimated the Government’s in- 
come at $5,669,320,000 and forecast 
a deficit of $3,426,343,200. These 
figures were expected to be sharp- 
ly revised when the Treasury 
brings its budget estimate: up to 
date by taking into account the 
big appropriations, social security 
tax changes and the reflection of 
current business conditions on gen- 
eral revenue.) 

Almost $1,000,000,000 of the in- 
crease over last year’s total went 
for previous obligations ealled per- 
manent appropriations which in- 
clude the interest on the public 
debt, veterans’ compensation, and 
the Social Security and railroad 
retirement reserve funds. 

Contributions Increased. 

Annual contributions of the Fed- 


road retirement reserves, increased 
substantially this year. 

President Roosevelt's defense pro- 
gram, designed to give this country 
fa navy second to none and an army 
air corps with 5500 first-line fight- 
‘ing planes, accounted for another 
sizable chunk of the increase. 

Defense funds totaled $1,783,187,- 
847, another peacetime high. Last 
year $1,087,798,448 went for the 
army and navy. 

Relief appropriations took a sub- 
stantial drop. The relief appropria- 
tion for the year beginning July 
1 was $1,755,600,000, contrasting 
sharply with the $3,740,605,000 pro- 
vided for the preceding fiscal year. 

Republicans contended, however, 
that Congress would be asked for 
more relief money before the 1940 
session is very old.

Bombs Also Picked Up at Colorado 
Site Where Militia Is 
on Guard.

Aug. 5 (AP).—Four cases of dyna- 
mite and three dynamite bombs

PNEUMONIA CONTROL. 
WORK T0 GO ON HERE 


City Program to Be Kept Up 
’ Despite Withdrawal of 
Federal Support. 


The pneumonia control program, 
credited with saving 60 lives last 
winter in St. Louis, will not be 
dropped in spite of the fact that 
the United States Public Health 
Service has withdrawn its support, 
Director of Public Welfare Joseph 
M. Darst announced yesterday, 

In some manner, money will be 
obtained through city funds, if Fed- 
eral support is withdrawn entirely, 
he declared, Funds may be trans- 
ferred from another division of his 
department, Darst said. This would 
have to be approved by the Comp- 
troller and by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. : 
“The work is too important te 
drop,” he declared. 
There is about $3000 worth of 
serum left from the $15,000 Health 
Service appropriation. Dr. Joseph 
F. Bredeck, Health Commissioner, 
was informed Tuesday the Federal 
aid would be withdrawn because 
the Health Service had to economize 
and it felt it had accomplished its 
objective of determining incidence 
and distribution of the various 
types of pneumonia in this area. 
Under the program the city sup- 
plied anti-pneumococcus serum free 
to 32 St. Louis hospitals. 

Dr. Bredeck had asked the 
Health Service to continue the. 
pneumonia control work at least 
for five years. 

“We do not believe the modern 
life-saving methods of treatment 
have been established firmly 
enough to go on of their own mo- 
mentum if the subsidy is.dropped,” 
he said. “If the free supply of the 
costly serum is shut off,” he added, 
“we can certainly expect a rise in 
the death rate next fall.”

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LIFE IN THE OLD GIRL YET? 

Have the “economic royalists,” the “princes of 
privilege,” the “malefactors of great wealth” all been 
properly put in their places, so that the good old cap- 
italistic system is now merely awaiting the go sign 
to start uphill under its own power? 

Let us introduce Senator Joseph O’Mahoney of 
Wyoming as the witness to answer the question. 
Senator O’Mahoney says: 


The fight against abuses by corporate power 
has been practically won. I believe it has been 
completely won, ... Free private enterprise is 
endangered not only by monopoly. It is also 
endangered by Government. My experience dur- 
ing the past 12 months with the Temporary 
National Economic Committee has convinced me 
that 90 per cent of all the business men in the 
United States want only the opportunity to go 
forward, I say Bive them the signal.... 


At first blush, the Senator’s statement sounds a 
trifle naive. The fight against corporate abuses is 
never won. To be successful, it must be a continuing 
fight. Besides, the free enterprise system is suffer- 
ing from constriction at the hands of other pressure 
groups and cabals than those fostered by big business. 

On the other hand, the capitalistic system in this 
country should have a great deal of vitality left, 
despite the way it has been manhandled from Right 
and Left. The long-faced radicals who had kissed it 
out the window received a jolt when it showed such 
a vigorous comeback in 1937. Except for some clumsy 
calculations, that promising uptrend might have ma- 
tured into full-blown prosperity. 

Mr. O’Mahoney may well be right. With the tax 
laws revised so as to give idle capital the prospect 
of making a fair profit and with the labor laws 
administered in a manner which would obligate both 
sides to observe reasonable discipline, the Senator’s 
pleasant prophecy might take on form and substance, 

Considering the proved repulsiveness of the alter- 
nate organizations of society which are being tried 
out in other parts of the world, we are wholly un- 
willing to believe the capitalistic system is dead. 
Under favorable conditions, we should find that 
there is plenty of life in the old girl yet.

BEETHAN SETS 
NEW RECORD IN 
~ MEET ABROAD 


GLASGOW, Scotland, Aug. 5 
(AP).—Charlie Beetham, former 
Ohio State star, opened the Ameri- 
ean cinderpath invasion of British 
tracks today by cracking the Brit- 
ish record for 1000 yards in 2 min- 
utes, 11 seconds in the Glasgow 
Football Club’s track and field 
meet. 

Beetham finished second to E. A. 
Sears in the race, but the latter 
had a 16-yard edge at the start in 
the handicap event. Blaine Ride- 
out, one of the Texas track twins, 
finished sixth, but he contented 
himself with just striding through 
the race as if it were a workout 
in preparation for his effort in 
the mile event of Monday’s inter- 
national meet. 

Taisto Maki, Finnish distance 
wonder, set another British record 
when he finished second in the 
three-mile handicap in 14 minutes, 
3.4 seconds. M. Bingham of Britain, 
who had 190 yards start, won by 
two yards over the Finn, who dis- 
regarded the rest of the field and 
ran the race from the watch. 

Les Steers of San Francisco, 
jumping the scratch, leaped six 
feet, four inches to take second 
place in the high jump from H. T. 
L. Wilson of Edinburgh, who did 
six feet, four and one-half inches 
with a five and one-half inch handi- 
cap. 

Clyde Jeffrey, another San Fran- 
ciscan, grabbed an early lead and 
captured the handicap 120-yard 
dash in 11.8 seconds, running from 
scratch. He finished two yards in 
front of Indiana’s Roy Cochran, 
who passed up the 440-yard low 
hurdles, his usual event, to enter 
the dash.

About Proselyting. 


WHAT ABOUT FOOTBALL in 
general, the colleges in particu- 
lar? 

“Well, I’ve got an idea there. 
I think football will get into a 
mess about proselyting unless 
the situation is changed,” was 
the answer. 

“They’re even reaching into 
the high schools heavily, now. 
The big need is a standard code 
on this subject, agreed upon at 
a national conference of all con- 
ferences and university groups. 

“At this time, we see all varia- 
tions of ideas prevailing. There 
are schools and conferences which 
meticulously oppose anything 
like subsidizing or proselyting; 
there are conferences which ad- 
mittedly find it all right to pay 
salaries or detach players from 
other colleges by offering su- 
perior inducements. 

“T have in mind one institu- 
tion that not only got a player a 
good job, tut got one also for 
his father and brought the entire 
family West. This is not a rea- 
sonable or healthful situation. I 
think a national get-together 
would put football on a far sound- 
er basis.” 

Sure, it would. It would also 
be fine if we could get Democrats, 
Republicans, Progressives and 
what-have-you to agree on one 
presidential candidate. Try and 
bring it about.

Bringing It Home. 

WHAT ABOUT DEAR OLD 
Nebraska? Is it accident, de- 
sign or inducements that annual- 
ly bring fine talent to the Corn- 
huskers’ coaches—answer that 
one? 

“Well, Nebraska does have 
good material, but it’s not due to 
unfair or unreasonable induce- 
ments. They get practically all of 


their material right out of the

“In Nebraska; good. players as- 
pire only to making the State 
team. You seldom see a famous 
player on other university teams 
who comes from Nebraska.

They work four 
years, four hours a day, just to 
prepare themselves for a total 
of about 24 hours actual 
playing in varsity football games.

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U. S., RUSSIA EXTEND 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


Soviet to Buy $40,000,000 or 
More and Tariff Concessions 
by America Continue. 


% 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP) — 
The United States and Soviet Rus- 
sia agreed yesterday to continue 
in effect an agreement whereby 
Russia will buy a minimum of $40, 
000,000 in American goods in the 
next 12 months and the United 
States will accord Russia the same 
tariff reductions as countries with 
which it has trade agreements. 

The State Department released 
the texts of notes between the Peo- 
ple’s Commissar for Foreign Trade 
of the Soviet Union, A. L Mikoyan, 
and Stuart E. Grummon, American 
Charge d’Affaires at Moscow, which 
put the extension of the agreement 
into effect Sunday, Aug. 6. 

With respect to Soviet coal ship- 
ments to the United States, Russia 
agreed to restrict its exports in the 
next 12 months to 400,000 tons. This 
was considered necessary because of 
the coal-tax provisions of the Rev- 
enue Act of 1932. During the 1937- 
1938 agreement year, imports of So- 
viet .oal into the United States were 
198,384 tons and in the first nine 
months of the 1938-1939 agreement 
year, 134,154 tons. 


More Orders Expected. 


Although the pact sets $40,000,000 
as the minimum Soviet purchases 
here, officials forecast Soviet orders 
in excess of this sum. They base 
their predictions on performances 
of the last two years. 

“The successive commercial agree- 
ments between the United States 
and the Union of Soviet Socialist 


Republics,” said the State Depart- | 
‘per cent” behind President Roose- 


ment, “have provided a basis for 
the gratifying expansion of trade 
between the two countries which 
has taken place in response to a 
number of favorable factors.” 

Soviet purchases here in the 1937- 
1938 treaty year were $65,394,000. 
In the first 11 months of the 1938- 
1939 agreement year they were $58,- 
700,000. In 1933 Soviet purchases 
here had reached a low of $10,674,- 
000 from a high of $136,162,000 in 
1930. 

“The Soviet Union has profited 
under the successive commercial 
agreements,” the State Department 
also said. “United States imports 
from the Soviet Union have in- 
creased steadily from the low of 
less than $10,000,000 in 1932 to $27,- 
000,000 in the calendar year 1937.” 

Exports Mostly Machinery. 

Four-fifths of United States ex- 
ports to Russia consist of machin- 
ery and vehicles used in Russia’s 
industrialization and militarization 
program, America also sold in 
1938 $5,000,000 worth of non-metal- 
lic minerals and $2,000,000 worth of 
high-grade gasoline for aircraft en- 
gines. 

Furs form the largest item of 
Russian sales to the United States— 
$13,000,000 in 1938. Other important 


imports from Russia are flax fab- 


rics and non-metallie minerals such 
as anthracite and asbestos. 
is the largest supplier of sausage 
casings to the United States, $400,- 
000 worth. Unusual items of import 
are crabmeat sauce and paste, 
$522,000; caviar, $181,000, and bris- 
tles for brushes, $100,000.

HUNTINGTON PARK, Cal., Aug. 
5 (AP).—Mrs. Madeline Vera Buch- 
old, 37 years old, whose husband 
went insane from worry, has 
learned she may be permitted to re- 
main with their eight children in- 
stead of being deported to her na- 
tive Canada. Mrs. Bucholz received 
word from Washington that the 
House had passed Representative 
Kramer’s bill to confer United 
States citizenship on her. Favor- 
able Senate action is expected. 

An immigration order requiring 
her deportation as an alien was 
issued recently. Several days be- 
fore, another family was tragically 
split when some members were sent 
back to Canada and some, born in 
this country, left in Los Angeles. 
Mrs. Bucholz’s husband, Fred, a 
United States World War veteran, 
brooded over her fate.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 5 (AP).— 
For, three years Joseph Servia, 17 
years old, fought off memories of 
the sight of his chum, 13-year-old 
Louis Circo, being swept away by 
the swift, muddy Missouri River 
current. Then he couldn't stand it 


any longer. 
“T dreamed about him. I couldn't 


eat, I kept thinking about him all 
the time,” he told Louis’ mother, 
Mrs. Sebastiano Circo, yesterday. 
And for the first time she learned 
what happened to her son, who dis- 
appeared May 28, 1936. 

Servia related that he, Louis and 
Angelo Spampinato, then 11, went 
to the river to swim. Young Circo 
and Spampinato got too far out into 
the -urrent and were swept off 
their feet. Servia, then 14, struck 
out after his companions, managed 
to bring Spampinato back to shore, 
but by then Louis was gone. 

Servia said he and Angelo made a 
pact never to tell what had hap- 
pened because they were afraid to 
have their families know they had 
been swimming. They burned 
Louis’ clothes and ever since Joe 
maintained he last saw Louis with 
Angelo, and Angelo insisted he saw 
his friend with some other boys.

Authori- 
ties were notified and with Louis’ 
brother, Sam, acting as interpreter, 
Joe told his story again to Mrs. 
Circo in a detective’s office. 

“Tt is a load off my mind to know 
what happened,” Mrs. Circo said 
brokenly. “All this time I would 
sit and think and think ..,. 

Today the possibility arose that 
young Circo’s ashes were lying in 
a family lot in a Missouri Valley 
(Ia.) cemetery. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Snow Epley told authorities that 
on June 1, 1936, a body was recov- 
ered from the river which she then 
thought was that of her missing 
son, Roland Leroy Day, then 17%. 
She said characteristics similar to 
that of her son were described to 
her and that she had the body cre- 
mated and buried without viewing 
it. Her son reappeared nine months 
later. Now she believes the body 
may have been that of the Circo 
boy. 


INSURANCE RING MURDER 
TRIALS TO START SEPT. 5 


25 Accused at Philadelphia; Prose- 
cutor May Have Three Cases 
Going at Same Time. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5 (AP). 
—With a nine-month investigation 
of insurance murders virtually 
completed, the Commonwealth is 
ready to try 25 persons accused 

of murder. 

District Attorney Charles F. Kel- 
ley said the trials will start Sept. 5. 
As many as three trials may be 
conducted simultaneously in sep- 
arate courtrooms, he said, adding 
that otherwise it might take a 
whole year to dispose of the cases. 

“All the facts are now known,” 
Kelley said. “They constitute one 
of the biggest trial jobs ever given 
the District Attorney’s office.” 

Before the investigation was com- 
pleted,:.it brought to light tales of 
hexes, voodoo rites and mysteries 
of the “evil eye.” Investigators 
told of women being persuaded to 
increase insurance on unsuspecting 
husbands, then poison them with 
strange concoctions described as 
“love potions” and “witch’s brew.” 
Other victims were listed as put to 
death by more violent means — 
drownings, sandbagging and faked 
accidents. 

Two trials have been held since 
the investigation was started. In 
the first, Herman Petrillo, 40, was 
convicted of murder with a death 
sentence mandatory. The second 
ended when Mrs. Carina Favato, 
200-pound boarding house keeper, 
dramatically pleaded guilty to 
three poisonings. 


SENATE REJECTED ONLY 12 
OF 10,979 NOMINATIONS 


This Sessions Record. Brings to 
57,531 Number of Appointments 
Approved Since 1933. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
The Senate found only an even 
dozen of 10,979 nominations sub- 
mitted by President Roosevelt at 
this session so objectionable that 

it, felt called on to reject them. 

The confirmations increased to 
57,531 the number of rfominations, 
including army, navy and marine 
corps commissions, which the Sen- 
ate has approved since Mr. Roose- 
velt took office on March, 1933. 

Senate attaches, hastily check- 
ing their records in the closing 
hours of the session, found that 
the President had filled 631 civil 
posts since Jan. 1, and had nom- 
inated 3839 postmasters, of whom 
10 were rejected. He ed 2812 
army 3025 navy and marine 
corps commissions. 

Despite outspoken opposition to 
some of the President’s appoint- 
ments, the Senate rejected only 
two nominees for. jobs other than 
postmasterships.

(PLUNGE VICTIMS 
FUNERAL MONDAY 


Rites for 3 at Chicago to Be 
Silent Protest Against Nazi 
Persecution. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5 (AP).—The 
spectacular death plunge of a 
mother and her two sons from a 
thirteenth floor window of the Con- 
gress Hotel was regarded today in 
Chicago’s Czecho-Slovakian colony 
as a tragic aftermath of Nazi 
persecution. 

The victims, members of a once- 
wealthy Jewish refugee family from 
Czecho-Slovakia, were Mrs. Adela 
Langer, 46 years old; Jan, 4%, and 
Karel, 6. 

Funerai services will be conducted 
Monday by the Czecho-Slovak Na- 
tional Council. Joseph Martinek, 
executive secretary, said the serv- 
ices would be made the occasion 
for a “silent protest against Nazi 
terrorism.” 

Delegations representing the Bo- 
hemian National Alliance, the 
American Jewish Congress, the Slo- 
vak National Alliance and the Na- 
tional Alliance of Czech Catholics 
will attend. 

A Coroner’s jury decided yester- 
day Mrs. Langer leaped to death 
with her children Thursday night 
when temporarily insane and that 
she was driven to that condition 
by worry and despondency caused 
by political persecution in Prague. 

“Mrs. Langer’s act was the act 
of a martyr,” said Martinek. “This 
tragedy has dramatized the suffer- 
ing of those who remain in Czecho- 
Slovakia.”

Federal Appeals Tribunal Rules 
Against Firm Asking How Board 
Arrived at Decision. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5 (AP). 
—Deliberations of the National La- 
bor Relations Board are regarded 
by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals as immune from public 

scrutiny. 

The court ruled ysterday the 
board should have the same protec- 
tion, under common law, as a jury. 
It refused the Botany Worsted 
Mills of Passaic, N. J., permission 
to question the board as to how it 
arrived at its findings in a labor 
dispute involving the company. 

The company is opposing the 
board’s request that the court en- 
force an NLRB order that the com- 
pany reinstate a dismissed employe. 

The court based its opinion on an 
English law of 1757 which ruled 
against demands of the British pub- 
lic for an inquiry into a naval 
courtmartial sentencing an Admiral 
to death.

: ranging the pedals so that the driver's foot 
would always be on the brake. 

“Well, I have invented a solution to the 
problem, and want you to drive my car 
around Chicago for a few minutes and test 
it out. What do you say, Dr. Crane?” 

O—O 
DIAGNOSIS: Of course, I said “Yes.” 
An hour later Robert was at my office. He 
showed me his blueprints and explained his 
invention. You readers may recall my for- 
mer criticism of the present motor car. 
When we drive, we do not have our foot on} 
the brake. Thus, when a child darts out 
ahead of our car, we waste a fraction of a 
second flashing a nervous impulse to our 
leg and foot. We must make three distinct movements, each involving 
a portion of a second, before we get our brake pedal in action. 

Two of those movements are wholly unnecessary. It is a stupid 
oversight that such inefficiency and danger have been allowed to go 
unremedied up till now. Robert’s device consists of a foot plate shaped 
like the sole and heel of a shoe. It teeters back and forth over a fulcrum 
in the middle, much like a seesaw board. By gentle pressure on the toes 
of the right foot, it operates the accelerator, just like the present foot 
accelerator. 

When you see danger ahead, you simply rock the foot back upon 

ithe heel, which operates the brake, meanwhile letting up on the gas 
lever. It is impossible to press accelerator and brake simultaneously. 
It is so simple and efficient that a veteran motorist can instantly change 
over to this new pedal without upsetting his previous brake habits. 
@ 1 TRIED IT out to make ae Robert urged me to take the wheel, 
and I drove through traffic, toured the outer drive, and came down 
Michigan avenue to my office. At various traffic signals I had to stop 
till the green light showed. I never had any desire to move my foot 
over to the usual brake pedal, but fell right into the new habit as if I 
had always driven a car equipped with this new gadget. The brake 
worked perfectly. 

This new device should prove a boon to our safety campaigns. It 
ought to be standard equipment on every automobile, for it saves enough 
time to be worth at least 50 feet in our stopping distance at high speedy 

That 50 feet may often spell the difference between a child’s life, or 
a crash with another vehicle. Since there is no good argument in sup- 
port of our present obsolete and barbarous arrangement of the foot 
pedals, I hope we can stampede the manufacturers and wake them up 
to a realization of their responsibility in promoting safety on the high-
